of the Democratic journals 


still persist in malting the unquali- 
fied assertion that Tilden is elected 
by a majority of votes. In thus in- 
sibtiug upon Tilden's having been 
elected, thoso journals evidently do 
so on the assumption that the arer- 
nge Democratic intellect cannot com- 
prehend how under the Constitution 
the President is elected and are will- 
ing to take tho word of their leaders 
that the Presidential chair right- 
fully bolongs to Tilden. With the 
illiteracy of the masses and the clem 
iigognery of tho leaders the country 
is threatened ^i tha sea of trouble. 
It is not clear to them tvhy the ma- 
jority of the popular vote should not 
determine the question of the Pres- 
idency, and the more intelligent 
leaders of the Democracy do not 
care to enlighten their uninformed 
followers. They do not understand 
that tho Constitution prescribes 
that "each State bhall appoint.'fin 
such a manner a number of electors; 
equal to the whole number of Sena- 
tors and Representatives, to which 
the State may be entitled in the 
Congress; that the votes for electors 
is by Slates and the entire machin- 
ery of the electors is under the con- 
trol of the State; that the people 
net through their respective State 
organizations and that their com- 
pleted act is certified to by the au- 
thorized officials of the State and 
stamped with the broad seal as con- 
firmation of their authority. The 
electors are officers of tho State, and 
•when they certify to the results of 
their action, and in all their official 
acts comply with all the require- 
ments of the law, how can Consrress 
or either branch of it go behind the 
legal record of the State, and upon 
its own motion, or notion, thrust 
abide the vote as void and of no ef- 
fect? The Constitution confers only 
ministerial powers upon Congress. 
Its language is: "The President of 
the Senate shall, in the presence of 
the Senate and House of Repiesen- 
tatives, open all the certificates and 
tho votes shall then bo counted." 
"\Vo find tho first Congress construed 
the Consitution to mean that the 
President of tho Senate 
should 


count the votes; foi on the Gth of 
April, 1789, the electoral votes were 
counted in the presence of the Sen- 
ate and Hou-se of Representatives by 
tho President of, the Senate; and 
.that had been the uniform practice 
down to 1863. -when the 22d joint 
rulo was adopted, uhich did no good 
nnd was of questionable legality. 
That rule no longer exists, and Con- 
gress will be restrained by tbe wise 
barrier of the Constitution and fol- 
low precedent; aay departure from 
which would bo hazardous.

In the County Court this morning 


Charles Bnssell, convicted of horse- 
stealing, and James Bobinsorj, who 
pleaded guilty to an indictment for 
burglary, were arraigned for sen- 
tence. Bussell is only sixteen years 
of age. In pi-ononncing judgment 
in his case Judge Nye remarked that 
it was astonishing that a boy of his 
age should have entered upon such 
a career. Taking into consideration 
his extreme youth, and the fact 
which is a matter of statistical re- 
cord tbat not ten per cent, of the 
youths of that age who are convicted 
and serve out light terms of impris 
onment, 
criminal 
pose the lightest sentence known 
to the law, namely, one yaar in the 
State Prison. , This would virtually 
iamount to button months, provided 
Bussell conducts himself properly, 
as the law provides a deduction of 
five days from each month for good 
behavior. This leniency was shown 
the prisoner in :the hope that it 
would be his last offense. * 


In Robinson's case the Judge re- 


marked that it was his second ofl'anse. 
He had been convicted and "sent 
over" about a. .year ago, and the 
Court expressed'surprise and pity 
that one so young should not have 
heeded his first lesson, but should 
have re-entered upon'a criminal ca- 
reer.. The judgment was sis-years' 
imprisonment in the State Prison. 
Robinson's crime was tapping the 
till .of James Mofflt's saloon at East 
Oakland, to the tune of 885. 
He 


is only.twenty years of, age, and re- 
peotably connected.
